I first became aware of this book when I read about Ms 
Schumaker's writing in a recent issue of the University of Oregon 
Alumni news. Here was one of our alumni writing about the 
‘father’ of amateur radio. Then Barry Wiseman, N6CSW, intro- 
duced me to an actual copy of the book. A rare experience for 
me, but I have read this book several times in the last few months 
and each time | feel an exhilaration. In fact this has given a great 
boost in my feelings for amateur radio, which had been steadily 
dropping down over the past few years. 

Electric Radio Press picked up the publishing rights to this 
story of Hiram Percy Maxim and with much additional informa- 
tion gave back to the world a brand new book on his efforts on 
behalf of amateur radio. 

This man had such a wide and varied interest in things about 
him, Automobiles, guns and silencers and amateur radio were all 
subjects of his very intense endeavors. Yet he was a father who 
was intense in his devotion to his children and his family. He 
probably won the first automobile race in the history of the U.S, 
with his work on a gasoline automobile. 

He is credited with being the ‘father’ of amateur radio and it 
is truly so, for in January of 1930 he spoke before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and thus began what we now know as 
Amateur Radio. It was his almost evangelistic attitude which pre- 
vailed and for thar, all of us should offer thanks. 

As the first President of ARRL he voiced an opinion against 
many things from very poor operating practices to some bicker- 
ing that took place in the hobby. The struggle that Maxim faced 
in those early days has some similarities with the struggle that is 
taking place in this time of our lives with regard to the existence 
of our hobby. 

I wish that this could be a mandatory manual for all new ama- 
teur operators to read or at least to hear about and create a more 
responsible attitude for this hobby. Get a copy and add to your li- 


brary of valuable books that should be in everyone's possession.

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AMSAT Space Symposium - 

This year’s AMSAT Space Symposium was held in San Di- 
ego, CA, on 8-10 October 1999. Approximately 230 amateur 
radio space enthusiasts attended. Twenty topics were presented 
during the two days of general sessions. In addition, a Beginners 
Forum and the IARU Satellite Meeting were held on Friday 
evening. The final session on Saturday was the AMSAT-NA 
General Meeting. Saturday evening started with “Thruster Fir- 
ings” (Attitude Adjustments) and continued with the Banquet. 
The evening was “topped off” with featured speaker, Jim Benson, 
Pres. & CEO of SpaceDey, Inc. followed by AMSAT Award Pre- 
sentations, and “wrapped up” with prize drawings. Sunday morn- 
ing featured the AMSAT Field Operations Breakfast and tours to 
QUALCOMM Incorporated and SpaceDev, Inc. Sunday after- 
noon saw the start of the AMSAT Board of Directors Meeting, 
which continued into Sunday evening and ended Monday after- 
noon. 

The twenty topics presented in the general sessions included 
ground station construction and operations, satellite construc- 
tion, microwave techniques, orbital mechanics, educational 
projects, software, University involvement, Amateur Radio On- 
board the International Space Station (ARISS), and Phase 3D 
Update. With this wide range of topics, everyone found some- 
thing of interest. I found the various reports from University 
projects, ARISS status, Phase 3D Update, and “InstantTune for 
the FT-847” by Anthony Monteiro, AA2TX, most interesting. 
Another paper I thoroughly enjoyed was “No-Tune Transceivers 
for the Microwave Bands” by Matjaz Vidmar, S53MV. An excel- 
lent compilation of these papers is available in the “Proceedings 
of the AMSAT-NA 17" Space Symposium, and AMSAT-NA 
Annual Meeting.”

While Amateur Radio Satellites rank at the top of my hob- 
bies, I also like to devote some time to travel, private flying, and 
photography. This year I combined all of these into a three-week 
trip to Australia and New Zealand. Two of the three weeks were 
spent on the “Frontier Explorer” tour organized by the Great 
Outback Air Navigation Adventure (G.O.A.N.A.) group out of 
Brisbane, Australia (http://www.goana.com.au). This group or- 
ganizes and conducts tours by self-flown Cessna 172 aircraft over 
various parts of Australia. 

To start with we flew from Fort Worth, TX, to Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, by commercial air. My first encounter with satellites on 
this trip happened during the flight to Sydney when the first 
GPS End of Week Roll-over occurred about three hours out of 
Los Angeles. I was unable to observe it directly on my GPS but 
the effects were noted and corrected during my visit in Perth. I 
spent one night in Sydney, NSW, before flying on across the 
Australian Continent to Perth, WA, for a visit with my cousin. 
While in Perth, I visited the Australian Communications Au- 
thority office and picked up an Amateur Radio License, VKOBRB, 
for use on the rest of the trip. After an enjoyable two day visit 
with my cousin and his family and a tour of Perth and Fremantle, 
I left for Brisbane, QL, via Adelaide, SA, and the start of the 
“Frontier Explorer” air tour. 

The first day was spent learning Australian Air Traffic Pro- 


cedures and getting checked out in our aircraft, VH-SPU, a very 
clean Cessna 172. We also became familiar with our tour leader 
and the other members of our tour group. The group consisted 
of eight people, including the leader, and four aircraft. On the 
second day we departed Brisbane for a trip up the Coast to Great 
Keppel Island. On this leg we saw the only showers and overcast 
ceilings of the whole trip. After a tour around the Island by 
Catamaran for a half a day plus a number of other events we 
departed for the Interior. 

The first inland stop was Avington Station in central 
Queensland where we saw native Australian wildlife, learned 
outback folklore, and witnessed a Sheep Shearing. From Avington 
Station we continued on to Longreach, QL, where we visited the 
Stockmen’s Hall of Fame and the QANTAS Airlines Museum. 
Longreach is where the Queensland and Northern Territory Air 
Service (QANTAS) received its start many years ago. Enroute 
from Longreach to Mount Isa we “buzzed” the Walkabout Creek 
Hotel (from “Crocodile Dundee”) in McKinley, QL. Between 
Mount Isa, QL, and Alice Springs, NT, we crossed over Utopia, 
an Aboriginal village and reservation. 

While in Alice Springs, we attended a Didgeridoo Concert, 
visited the Royal Flying Doctor Service, learned about the School 
on the Air project, visited the original Overland Telegraph Sta- 
tion, saw the Alice Springs Amateur Radio Club Exhibit in one 
of the local museums, visited the Desert Park, and toured the 
country side. An interesting sidelight was learning about Alfred 
Traeger, “The Pedal Radio Man.” Traeger was an Australian 
Amateur Radio Operator who invented the Pedal Radio that be- 
came the backbone of communications for the Royal Flying 
Doctor Service. He continued to produce an ever-improving 
line of radios for the Royal Flying Doctor Service throughout the 
remainder of his career until his death. Without the develop- 
ment of this HF Radio Network, the Royal Flying Doctor Ser- 
vice would not be able to carry out its mission to the remote 
communities and stations in the Australian Outback. 

Next stop was the famous Ayers Rock. While here, we toured 
the area both by land and by air. Special viewings were set up for 
Sunset on Ayers Rock and Sunrise on The Olgas. These forma- 
tions are impressive because of their size and their “remoteness.” 

From Ayers Rock we continued on to Coober Pedy, SA, for 
a visit to the Opal Mines and the city of underground living. 
First we visited the “unique” Coober Pedy Golf Course where the 
Greens are Black and grass is non-existent. We also learned about 
the rugged existence living in Coober Pedy and working in the 
mines. Nearly everything, including our Motel room, is under- 
ground to avoid the summer heat. Of course no Coober Pedy 
trip would be complete without buying a sample of Opal. 

On to Broken Hill, NSW, for an overnight stop and a visit 
with my cousin's wife’s Aunt. Broken Hill is another mining 
town. Here I encountered an Australian storekeeper that offered 
me a ride to another store to pick up some photographic film 
because he didn’t have the type I wanted. This friendliness was 
typical throughout Australia. 

After Broken Hill, we crossed the “Dingo Fence” and pro- 
ceeded on to Haddon Rig, another Sheep Station. This Station 
is the home of the prize Merino Rams that are the Sires of the 
famous Merino Sheep. Haddon Rig also produces cattle and feed 
for both the sheep and cattle. While at Haddon Rig I also learned to

FCC COMMISSIONER NESS NOMINATED FOR AN- 
OTHER TERM: (ARRL letter vol. 18 #33, August 20, 1999) 

President Clinton has nominated FCC Commissioner Susan 
Ness for another term on the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion. Ness—who has served on the FCC since 1994 and has been its 
senior member since November 1997—said she was “deeply hon- 
ored” to have been re-nominated-. Ness cited her work to improve 
children’s educational television, promote universal telephone ser- 
vice, connect classrooms and libraries to the Internet, roll out digital 
television service, introduce new wireless services, expand telephone 
and video competition, promote efficient spectrum management, 
open overseas markets, and eliminate unnecessary regulations among 
her accomplishments during her tenure on the Commission. Ness 
was the FCC’s lead representative at the 1995 and 1997 World Ra- 
dio communication Conferences in Geneva. 

RICHARD L. BALDWIN, W1RU, NAMED IARU PRESIDENT 
EMERITUS (ARRL letter Vol. 18, No. 31. August 6, 1999) 

The Administrative Council of the International Amateur Ra- 
dio Union has voted unanimously to adopt a resolution conferring 
the title of President Emeritus upon Richard L. Baldwin, W1RU. 
Voting by mail was completed on July 14. The Resolution reads in 
part: 

Be it Resolved by the IARU Administrative Council that Rich- 
ard L. Baldwin, W1RU, in recognition of his outstanding contribu- 
tions and exemplary leadership of the world’s 2.7 million radio ama- 
teurs, is hereby and with immediate effect named President Emeri- 
tus of the IARU.” Baldwin responded “It has been an honor and 
a privilege to have been associated with [ARU for so many years and 
I am delighted to learn that the connection continues,” Baldwin 
said. “I am ready to continue providing whatever aid in support of 
IARU goals that may be appropriate, remembering of course that 
whatever may have been accomplished in the past was the result of 
superb teamwork on the part of a number of enthusiastic and de- 
voted people.” 

Baldwin has been invited to attend the IARU Region 1 Con- 
ference in Lillehammer, Norway, in September as a guest of the Re- 
gion. 

UK NOW ISSUING M5-PREFIX CALL SIGNS 

: On August 2, the Radio communications Agency in the United 
Kingdom began issuing M5-prefix call signs to new “Full A/B” lic- 
ensees.

FCC SAYS TELEPHONE NUMBERS OPTIONAL FOR ULS 
(ARRL Bulletin 042) 

The FCC has clarified that Amateur Radio applicants using the 
Universal Licensing System don't have to provide a telephone num- 
ber or e-mail address as long as they provide a valid US mailing 
address. But the Commission has yet to provide a convenient way 
for ULS electronic filers to get around having to supply a telephone 
number. The clarification was contained in a recent FCC order that 
addresses various issues for reconsideration in its ULS proceeding. 
The FCC says it considers it “reasonable” to request telephone num- 
bers and e-mail addresses but that the data will be optional for hams. 
As currently configured, the ULS still requires applicants to provide 
a telephone number in order to register, but not an e-mail address. 
An FCC spokesman told the ARRL recently that applicants lacking 
a telephone number could use a business telephone, the telephone 
number of a close friend or relative, or just fill in the field on the 
electronic form with zeros.

What We Do to Work DX! 

OK, Pll admit it: 'm a Field Day Junkie. 

I have always enjoyed Field Day. I don’t know why, because | 
always am dead tired, sore, and sleepy for a week after it’s over. But 
the fun of putting up a big station, using antennas I can’t try from 
home due to lack of room, and the potato-cheese soup at midnight. 
. Well, there's just something special about Field Day. 

This year, I was “nominated” (i.e. “drafted”) to make a Satellite 
contact, in addition to my responsibilities as the station chief for 40/ 
15 CW at NOME, 

Not knowing what satellite(s) might decide not to work on the 
weekend of Field Day, I determined that it would be wise to hedge 
my bets by assembling a station that could cover 435 MHz, 145 
MHz, and 29 MHz. In this way, I would have a shot at the Japanese 
Fuji satellites, the Russian birds RS-13 and RS-15, and possibly ven- 
erable old AO-10, which was launched in 1983. All I needed was 
one contact (in order to qualify for the 100 Bonus Points you get for 
making a Satellite contact). But you never know. 

So I dusted off my trusty Cushcraft 124WB 4-element 2-meter 
beam (small enough to be portable, but large enough to have worked 
KSGW via moonbounce a few years ago!). For ten meters, I built a 
dipole. And for 70 centimeters, I utilized the excellent series of ar- 
ticles on “Really Cheap Yagis” by Kent Britain, WA5VJB in CQ 
VHF magazine to build a six-element 435 MHz Yagi out of sticks 
and wire. The elements werent really straight, and the boom wasn’t 
painted or otherwise pretty. But it had an important virtue: J had 
built it myself 

So the first Fuji-Oscar 20 pass came and went, and I heard 
nothing. Hmmm. . .I guess an elevation of more than 2 degrees 
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might have helped. Still, all those wisecracking comments from skep- 
tical passers-by about the appearance of my “Really Cheap Yagi” 
were beginning to hurt. I had to do something, and fast! 

Looking at my pass predictions, I noticed that AO-10 was above 
the horizon. I had read that AO-10 might be “in eclipse,” which 
means that it would be non-functional due to a lack of battery power 
(its batteries and voltage regulators are all kaput).

Then inspiration hit: ASCII! A few years ago, in conjunction 
with the “DX Caribe Cruise” expeditions my company put on, | 
had constructed a unique keying device for an on-board competi- 
tion held on a “day at sea.” This “ASCII” keying device consisted of 
a spring-loaded toilet seat that was fitted with contacts and wiring so 
as to allow the “operator” to send CW by suitably bouncing up and 
down on said seat. In reality, of course, the competitor was not ex- 
pected to send ASCII, but rather to send using an. . .well, you get the 
idea if you pronounce it. 

Could the ASCII save the day? 

Sure enough, I had remembered to pack it along with my other 
Field Day stuff, as a hedge against the possibility of dead bands. I 
grabbed the toilet seat, set it down upon a chair, and to the total, 
utter bewilderment of about a dozen onlookers I hooked up the wire 
protruding from it to the rear end (!) of the FT-736R. 

That was the easy part. The hard part was preventing the on- 
lookers from subduing me and sending me off to a psychological 
clinic for evaluation as I attempted to work KL7G. 

You see, the ASCII must be keyed in a manner befitting its 
mechanical construction. After all, a J-38 hand key is operated using 
one’s thumb and first two fingers, with one’s wrist resting on the 
desk. Logically, therefore, the ASCII must be approached in a “rear- 
ward” manner, with the operator lowering his or her backside down- 
ward in a rhythm that produces the desired dots and dashes. 

So there I sat—sort of—bouncing up and down on this toilet 
seat to complete my contact before someone appeared with a cam- 
era. I was constantly distracted by the faraway sounds of automotive 
engines, fearful that one might be from the “Funny Farm,” and was 
fortified only by the strength of my downlink signal through the 
satellite: my little “sticks-and-wire” antenna worked after all! 

Despite fatigue in my thighs, uneven chair placement, Doppler 
Shift, and the roar of laughter from the ever-growing crowd around 
this scene, I completed the contact with KL7G in a couple of min- 
utes, and could appreciate the Alaskan station's fortitude during our 
QSO. After all, [had not sent worse CW during my very first on the 
air QSO over 35 years ago! 

So KL7G, whoever you are, wherever you are, this explains the 
rather peculiar “accent” to my sending style (which cannot be called 
a “fist” under the circumstances).

AMSAT Space Symposium - 

This year’s AMSAT Space Symposium was held in San Di- 
ego, CA, on 8-10 October 1999. Approximately 230 amateur 
radio space enthusiasts attended. Twenty topics were presented 
during the two days of general sessions. In addition, a Beginners 
Forum and the IARU Satellite Meeting were held on Friday 
evening. The final session on Saturday was the AMSAT-NA 
General Meeting. Saturday evening started with “Thruster Fir- 
ings” (Attitude Adjustments) and continued with the Banquet. 
The evening was “topped off” with featured speaker, Jim Benson, 
Pres. & CEO of SpaceDey, Inc. followed by AMSAT Award Pre- 
sentations, and “wrapped up” with prize drawings. Sunday morn- 
ing featured the AMSAT Field Operations Breakfast and tours to 
QUALCOMM Incorporated and SpaceDev, Inc. Sunday after- 
noon saw the start of the AMSAT Board of Directors Meeting, 
which continued into Sunday evening and ended Monday after- 
noon, 

The twenty topics presented in the general sessions included 
ground station construction and operations, satellite construc- 
tion, microwave techniques, orbital mechanics, educational 
projects, software, University involvement, Amateur Radio On- 
board the International Space Station (ARISS), and Phase 3D 
Update. With this wide range of topics, everyone found some- 
thing of interest. I found the various reports from University 
projects, ARISS status, Phase 3D Update, and “InstantTune for 
the FT-847” by Anthony Monteiro, AA2TX, most interesting. 
Another paper I thoroughly enjoyed was “No-Tune Transceivers 
for the Microwave Bands” by Matjaz Vidmar, S53MV. An excel- 
lent compilation of these papers is available in the “Proceedings 
of the AMSAT-NA 17" Space Symposium, and AMSAT-NA 
Annual Meeting.” This book is available from AMSAT and the 
ARRL. 

Once again I came away full of new knowledge and enthu- 
siasm. Next years meeting will be held in October 2000, in Port- 
land, ME, so start your plans to attend and participate now.

While Amateur Radio Satellites rank at the top of my hob- 
bies, I also like to devote some time to travel, private flying, and 
photography, This year I combined all of these into a three-week 
trip to Australia and New Zealand. Two of the three weeks were 
spent on the “Frontier Explorer” tour organized by the Great 
Outback Air Navigation Adventure (G.O.A.N.A.) group out of 
Brisbane, Australia (http://www.goana.com.au). This group or- 
ganizes and conducts tours by self-flown Cessna 172 aircraft over 
various parts of Australia. 

To start with we flew from Fort Worth, TX, to Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, by commercial air. My first encounter with satellites on 
this trip happened during the flight to Sydney when the first 
GPS End of Week Roll-over occurred about three hours out of 
Los Angeles. I was unable to observe it directly on my GPS but 
the effects were noted and corrected during my visit in Perth. I 
spent one night in Sydney, NSW, before flying on across the 
Australian Continent to Perth, WA, for a visit with my cousin. 
While in Perth, I visited the Australian Communications Au- 
thority office and picked up an Amateur Radio License, VKGBRB, 
for use on the rest of the trip. After an enjoyable two day visit 
with my cousin and his family and a tour of Perth and Fremantle, 
I left for Brisbane, QL, via Adelaide, SA, and the start of the 
“Frontier Explorer” air tour. 

The first day was spent learning Australian Air Traffic Pro- 


cedures and getting checked out in our aircraft, VH-SPU, a very 
clean Cessna 172. We also became familiar with our tour leader 
and the other members of our tour group. The group consisted 
of eight people, including the leader, and four aircraft, On the 
second day we departed Brisbane for a trip up the Coast to Great 
Keppel Island. On this leg we saw the only showers and overcast 
ceilings of the whole trip. After a tour around the Island by 
Catamaran for a half a day plus a number of other events we 
departed for the Interior. 

The first inland stop was Avington Station in central 
Queensland where we saw native Australian wildlife, learned 
outback folklore, and witnessed a Sheep Shearing. From Avington 
Station we continued on to Longreach, QL, where we visited the 
Stockmen’s Hall of Fame and the QANTAS Airlines Museum. 
Longreach is where the Queensland and Northern Territory Air 
Service (QANTAS) received its start many years ago. Enroute 
from Longreach to Mount Isa we “buzzed” the Walkabout Creek 
Hotel (from “Crocodile Dundee”) in McKinley, QL. Between 
Mount Isa, QL, and Alice Springs, NT, we crossed over Utopia, 
an Aboriginal village and reservation, 

While in Alice Springs, we attended a Didgeridoo Concert, 
visited the Royal Flying Doctor Service, learned about the School 
on the Air project, visited the original Overland Telegraph Sta- 
tion, saw the Alice Springs Amateur Radio Club Exhibit in one 
of the local museums, visited the Desert Park, and toured the 
country side. An interesting sidelight was learning about Alfred 
Traeger, “The Pedal Radio Man.” Traeger was an Australian 
Amateur Radio Operator who invented the Pedal Radio that be- 
came the backbone of communications for the Royal Flying 
Doctor Service. He continued to produce an ever-improving 
line of radios for the Royal Flying Doctor Service throughout the 
remainder of his career until his death. Without the develop- 
ment of this HF Radio Network, the Royal Flying Doctor Ser- 
vice would not be able to carry out its mission to the remote 
communities and stations in the Australian Outback. 

Next stop was the famous Ayers Rock. While here, we toured 
the area both by land and by air. Special viewings were set up for 
Sunset on Ayers Rock and Sunrise on The Olgas. These forma- 
tions are impressive because of their size and their “remoteness.” 

From Ayers Rock we continued on to Coober Pedy, SA, for 
a visit to the Opal Mines and the city of underground living. 
First we visited the “unique” Coober Pedy Golf Course where the 
Greens are Black and grass is non-existent. We also learned about 
the rugged existence living in Coober Pedy and working in the 
mines. Nearly everything, including our Motel room, is under- 
ground to avoid the summer heat. Of course no Coober Pedy 
trip would be complete without buying a sample of Opal. 

On to Broken Hill, NSW, for an overnight stop and a visit 
with my cousin's wife’s Aunt. Broken Hill is another mining 
town. Here I encountered an Australian storekeeper that offered 
me a ride to another store to pick up some photographic film 
because he didn’t have the type I wanted. This friendliness was 
typical throughout Australia. 

After Broken Hill, we crossed the “Dingo Fence” and pro- 
ceeded on to Haddon Rig, another Sheep Station. This Station 
is the home of the prize Merino Rams that are the Sires of the 
famous Merino Sheep. Haddon Rig also produces cattle and feed 
for both the sheep and cattle. While at Haddon Rig I also learned to

banned (by mutual agreement) from participating in local Fox Hunts as he is in a league all to himself. The good news is that he readily 
shares his knowledge with others to enhance their capabilities. 


Moving from all of the state of the art forums above to a discussion/demonstration of audio techniques would be a let down unless 
the presenter was none other than Mr. Audio himself, Bob Heil, K9EID. Not only are Heil Sound microphones, preamps and headsets 
used by Amateurs around the world, but he produces equipment for the professional and entertainment industry as well. While we 
were having our attitude adjusted before the banquet, Bob took requests and played the organ to the delight of everyone. 

The WX was excellent during the entire time of the convention. The Friday tour stopped at the Arch where visitors could see some 
80 miles in each direction. The evening mixer was held outdoors and attendees stayed and talked long after the hotel rolled up the 
paving. With 23 eating establishments within walking distance, many impromptu groups formed to make new friends and to share 
their experiences. 

Oh yeah, during all of the festivities, rhe QCWA Officers and Board Members did meet to handle the business issues. Others, I’m 
sure, will cover that report.

I first became aware of this book when I read about Ms 
Schumaker’s writing in a recent issue of the University of Oregon 
Alumni news. Here was one of our alumni writing about the 
‘father’ of amateur radio. Then Barry Wiseman, N6CSW, intro- 
duced me to an actual copy of the book. A rare experience for 
me, but I have read this book several times in the last few months 
and each time I feel an exhilaration. In fact this has given a great 
boost in my feelings for amateur radio, which had been steadily 
dropping down over the past few years. 

Electric Radio Press picked up the publishing rights to this 
story of Hiram Percy Maxim and with much additional informa- 
tion gave back to the world a brand new book on his efforts on 
behalf of amateur radio. 

This man had such a wide and varied interest in things about 
him. Automobiles, guns and silencers and amateur radio were all 
subjects of his very intense endeavors. Yet he was a father who 
was intense in his devotion to his children and his family. He 
probably won the first automobile race in the history of the U.S, 
with his work on a gasoline automobile. 

He is credited with being the ‘father’ of amateur radio and it 
is truly so, for in January of 1930 he spoke before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and thus began what we now know as 
Amateur Radio. It was his almost evangelistic attitude which pre- 
vailed and for that, all of us should offer thanks. 

As the first President of ARRL he voiced an opinion against 
many things from very poor operating practices to some bicker- 
ing that took place in the hobby. The struggle that Maxim faced 
in those early days has some similarities with the struggle that is 
taking place in this time of our lives with regard to the existence 
of our hobby. 

I wish that this could be a mandatory manual for all new ama- 
teur operators to read or at least to hear about and create a more 
responsible attitude for this hobby. Get a copy and add to your li- 


brary of valuable books that should be in everyone's possession.

Clubs start courses for amateur candidates, amateurs set 
up and operate stations at fall fairs, QCWA members take 
part in the QCWA QSO Party, the last fleamarkets and 
hamfests of the year are held and amateurs enjoy the 
gorgeous fall colours as they check antennas in prepara- 
tion for the onset of winter. And speaking of fall colours, 
do you remember the spectacular scenery during the 
QCWA Convention that was held in Ottawa at the end of 
September in 1997? For Chapter 70, the September din- 
ner meeting is a special one at which members host their 
spouses and friends and enjoy a talk by a guest speaker 
who gives a not too technical talk on some aspect of radio 
that will interest everybody. Fifty members, spouses and 
guests gathered on September 15th to share summer 
experiences and hear a most interesting and entertain- 
ing guest speaker. 

Several Chapter 70 members got their start in radio 
in the days of spark. They have witnessed the progres- 
sion of radio technology from spark to manually tuned 
vacuum tube transmitters to automatically tuned, solid- 
state transceivers. And now we are entering a new era of 
digital radio technology in which concepts are imple- 
mented in software, rather than in hardware. To show us 
what may lie ahead in radio broadcasting, QCWA Direc- 
tor, George Roach, VE3BNO, introduced Guest Speaker 
George Zurakowski, VA3GZ, Manager, Broadcast Stan- 
dards, Regulations and Procedures with our regulatory 
authority, Industry Canada, who gave a most interesting 
and informative overview of the introduction of Digital 
Audio Broadcasting in Canada. He then speculated on 
what digital technology might mean to the future of ama- 
teur radio. 


OCWA Vice-President Croft Taylor VE3CT and QCWA 
Director George Roach VE3BNO, presented pins and 
certificates to QCWA Chapter 70 members at the September 
15th dinner meeting. Front Row (1 to r) John Barnhardt 
VE3ZOV (35 years), Clare Fowler VE3NPC (50 years) and 
Duncan Schuthe VE3GXU (25 years). Back Row (I to r) 
Croft Taylor VE3CT, Nenad Stevanovic VEZEXY (25 years), 
Gus Holtz VE3VK (50 years), Bill Barrie VEZ3AAS (65 
years), Al Oldfield VE3ANO (60 years), and George Roach

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George described the new Digital Audio Broadcast- 
ing, a new CD-quality stereo service on twenty-three 
1.5 MHz width channels between 1452 and 1492 MHz, 
with up to five simultaneous independent programs per 
channel, sharing a single transmitter. He demonstrated 
an automobile radio with a clean audio signal originat- 
ing from either Hull, Quebec or Carleton University 
DAB test sites. 

The new service uses the European-developed Eu- 
reka 147 technology and Coded Orthogonal Frequency 
Division Multiplex for immunity to multipath fading. 
Rather than relying on high-powered transmitters, 
DAB uses multiple lower-power transmitters, net- 
worked on the same frequency for seamless coverage 
over a wide area. Program material is transmitted in 
MPEG-2 digital audio format from the program source 
to the transmitter, ensuring signal integrity. DAB also 
provides data capacity of up to 65 kilobits/second for 
Program Related Data such as program labels, artist 
and content notes, song titles and lyrics, as well as

multimedia and images. 

Compatible weather and traffic information data 
services are under development by several Canadian 
companies. Digital, software-intensive consumer auto 
receivers, combining DAB with AM, FM and CD modes, 
are available from several manufacturers. Some will 
feature full graphic display screens. DAB transmitters 
and antennas have been designed and built by Cana- 
dian companies. Canadian manufacturers hope to have 
export opportunities among the 20 other countries us- 
ing Eureka 147 technology, including Sweden, United 
Kingdom, France, Italy, Poland, Hungary, Spain, Aus- 
tralia and Singapore. 

Japan is developing its own DAB system. The USA 
is working on a competitive AM and FM compatible in- 
band DAB system. An S-Band satellite system, aug- 
mented by terrestrial transmitters will be operational 
in the US in Year 2000. WorldSpace is building L-Band 
satellites for Africa, Asia and South America. 


The new Canadian DAB service is being introduced 
this fall (1999) in Toronto (19 program services), 
Montreal (9 program services) and Vancouver (6 pro- 
gram services). Other cities, including Ottawa, are in 
planning by local broadcasters, who have priority on 
channel assignments. 

A discussion then took place on what digital radio 
might mean to amateur radio. As someone said, modi- 
fying the rig simply will mean changing the software. 
It is upon us even now! Ralph Cameron, VE3BBM, 
thanked Mr. Zurakowski for a superb presentation.

Even if you have never met Frank Curtis, WOVQC, 
Virgil South Dakota, you would have to be truly im- 
pressed with his photo albums and scrap books he as- 
sembled, about his long career and experiences in 
Amateur Radio. They’re not just personal things for 
him but of general interest to other hams. (He even 
has pictures of fellow ham’s dogs!) 

Frank was born Feb. 5, 1916, and still lives on the 
farm that his grandfather homesteaded in 1894. At 
age 11 he was stricken with polio and was precluded 
from doing what other lads did. He chanced to see an 
Allied Radio Catalog at a neighbor’s house and from 
Allied built a crystal set. Frank first heard Morse Code 
on the familie’s broadcast receiver. Back to Allied Ra- 
dio who told him how to build a short wave receiver. 
He was on his way to copying code and a ham radio 
career. He discovered a ham radio neighbor, W9DYM, 
12 miles away who became his Elmer. He got a Class 
“C” license on October 22, 1935, a Class “B” on October 
26, 1937. 

January of 1938 found him hitch hiking from Virgil 
to St Paul, MN (about 300 miles) to take his Class “A” 
test. Minnesota dogs chased him past their driveways, 
he had rides with many people including a hardware 
salesman and an ambulance driver. He passed the test 
and got his Class “A” ticket on January 25, 1938. Frank 
got his Extra Class license in 1997 and is now involved 
with VE testing in his area. 

Frank and Hazel were married on June 11, 1939. 
Hazel was curious about the dots and dashes. He told 
her - “ get a license and find out”. She did and is 
WOBHP. The Curtis’ have 2 daughters - both licensed 
hams.

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n my informal surveys of QCWA members with whom I have 

visited over the past two years, I have discovered that most, if 

not all, have remained active amateurs because the challenge 
and the pleasure of operating “on the air” has never been lost. In 
spite of all the other ways of communicating which digital tech- 
nology has created, the fun of turning on one’s equipment at all 
hours of the day and night, watching the dials light up, rotating 
the knobs or pressing the buttons, and then communicating by 
key, keyboard or voice remains the true “raison d'etre” (excuse 
my French) for those of us who are among the Elite, the Proud, 
the Many, the QCWA. But for many, many of those between 
the ages of 12 and 20, that fun and that excitement are missing. 
Amateur radio is threatened, we are told, by a decline in the num- 
ber of the young out there in radio and TV-land who have no 
interest in our hobby nor who are excited by our way of commu- 
nicating with one another, preferring the internet instead. Re- 
ally? 

But if Amateur Radio is to ever grow, or even hold its own, 
that has to change. What can we do about this ongoing decline, 
this supposed lack of excitement about using both analog and 
digital means, under one’s own control, to talk to others of like 
mind who are either across the street or 10,000 miles away? How 
can we reignite the excitement that many of us had using two tin 
cans and a string to shout across the yard, and then a crystal set 
to listen to WIFM (What's In it For Me?) on the other side of 
town? And then getting a Novice ticket and actually getting on 
the air, and finally that first DX contact? 

My own experience over the past several years in utilizing 
the latest communications technology is, I think, representative 
of the emerging opportunity for us to challenge the way things 
are and to encourage the growth of our mutual hobby. 

First, the computer revolution. Like a lot of you, I got 
started back in the late 1970's with the first PCs that showed up, 
and quickly discovered the amazing possibilities of moving up to 
machines with x86 processors and beyond. Now my cpu runs at 
500 mHz and is connected to a 100 mHz bus. Hot stuff, huh? 
But you know, even with voice recognition software, a mini-cam 
stuck on the monitor with velcro, a mike and dual speakers, it's 
still just a computer that has to be hard-wired to the telephone 
line in order to access the internet. Having a computer, using a 
computer for e-mail and word processing (which I do a lot of) is 
increasingly “old hat.” Everybody is doing it. All my senior 
citizen friends have succumbed and now they, too, are recogniz- 
ing that the challenge of learning about communicating with a 
computer is not much more than typing on the keyboard or 
searching for a real-time chat room. The bottom line remains 
the same: using your fingers to walk through the yellow pages, as 
it were. Oh yes, you can manipulate text material easier and 
faster than you ever could on a manual typewriter, but other than 
that, e-mail is just the same old hunt and peck as before. And 
Believe It or Not, I have discovered that a lot of kids of high

school age have arrived at that same place! They are increasingly 
bored with computers - been there, done that, got the T-shirt to 
prove it. Most kids that I meet at the YMCA thar I attend are no 
longer as “fascinated” with computers as ways to communicate 
as they used to be. To them, like me, it’s now also “old hat”. Few 
would dare be caught by their peers making big noises about 
how they can hardly wait to leave their schoo] computer to get 
home and turn on the one in their own rooms or the family den. 
These kids are ripe and ready for a challenge! They are increas- 
ingly ready to be reminded, after bragging about their computer 
experiences (often just playing animated games all by yourself), 
“E-mail? Mystic? Doom? Anybody can do that!” 

The same for pagers and cell phones. Like a lot of folks, I 
remember when I thought I was so important to the organiza- 
tion that paid my salary that I had to be at their beck and call 24 
hours a day. First it was just a pager, and then it was a pager and 
acell phone. In my car, at home, everywhere - I was so available 
that if I was talking on two meters or 20 meters, either place or 
any place, amateur radio was immediately set aside to answer 
that page or ringing summons from someone whose needs | let 
stand before my own. But you know, after a while that constant 
attachment to my pager and my phone got to be a drag. I've long 
ago given up the pager, since I don’t want to be always available 
all of the time. I have an answering machine on my telephone 
line, and I check it at my conyenience, not the convenience of 
the caller. And the only time I turn on my cell-phone is when I 
am driving and | want to call someone else. Then I stop and do 
so, from inside the air-conditioned comfort of my vehicle. No 
more stopping to “answer” someone else’s summons, or driving 
and talking at the same time. In fact, most of the time I leave my 
cell phone at home for my wife, where the battery is often run 
down from simple nonuse. 

Believe me, friends, when I tell you that there are lots of kids 
that have arrived at the same place. The personal pagers and cell 
phones that were so “cool” — even in school — just a couple of 
years ago, are passe’ in many places these days. A lot of adults 
have decided that they will no longer be the rats in the rat race, 
along with a lot of kids who have now discovered that a pager 
and/or a cell phone is just one more hunk of metal that weighs 
them down, distracts their attention and disturbs their face-to- 
face conversations. In other words, “anybody can do that.” And 
that’s right. It doesn’t take much brainpower to buy and carry a 
pager or a cell-phone. Increasingly, everybody has them. So 
what? 

“So what,” is that this is a time of golden opportunities for 
amateurs to present the challenge of our hobby! Gadgets that 
anyone can own and use bore kids. Kids are desperate for some 
activity that is parentally approved, non-violent, can be bragged 
about, and that is enough of a challenge that not everyone is 
doing or can do it! Amateur radio is that challenge and that 
activity! 

How long has it been since you invited a kid between the 
ages of 12 and 18 into your shack to see what ham radio is all 


about? How recently have you approached your junior high or

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Dots, Dashes and 


modern warriors

The following article written by Bill Hess was published in the 
Sierra Vista Herald March 14, 1999 and is reprinted with permis- 
sion.

FORT HUACHUCA - How fast a person's brain can recog- 
nize a group of dots and dashes and then send an internal electric 
signal to the fingers of that individual to type out the letter or num- 
ber of what had been heard less than a second before? 

To do it quickly and under pressure takes training - hours of 
wearing headsets listening for the nuances that differentiate between 
groups which in vocal shorthand are called “di” and “dah”. 

Welcome to the world of Morse code. 

It is the world of Air Force Airman Erreka Coleman, Marine 
Pvt. Timothy Davis and Army Pvt. Rebecca Dennis. A world where 
12 percent of the more than 600 military students do not graduate. 

It is also “home” for Air Force Technical Sgt. James Miller, 
Marine Sgt. Robert Rodriguez and Army Staff Sgt. Walter Smith - 
who are part of the instructor corps at the Department of Defense's 
Executive Agency for Morse Code Training located on Fort 
Huachuca. 

For the three students and trio of instructors, their physical world 
is generally confined to a classroom on the post. 

The students sit before a computer, listening to the dots and 
dashes coming through headsets, their fingers poised over the key- 
boards. 

Even through the brightly-lit room, which can hold up to 28 
students and two instructors, is quiet, some students keep their eyes 
closed as they listen, apparently to eliminate any kind of distraction.

middle school about putting on a demonstration of a hobby that 
ties in with the study of geography, physics, and modern lan- 
guages? From my experience, post-Columbine Junior and Middle 
School professional educators are eager to hear and open to re- 
ceive proposals from QCWA members about a demonstration of 
Amateur Radio. Once they find out who we are, and what we 
stand for, and how our ethics parallel their own, and what we are 
trying to do in the way of challenging their kids - they are often 
eager to become our partners in providing intellectual and emo- 
tional growth. Teachers know that getting kids to take initiative 
for their own learning is a tough proposition. That’s why ama- 
teur radio, with its challenge of individual initiative and achieve- 
ment is so attractive as an “at home” alternative learning experi- 
ence - an experience of turning on and tuning in to the “big” 
world beyond. 

Let’s get on with it, colleagues!- The opportunities are out 
there just waiting for us to seize them. As for computers, the 
Internet, pagers, and cell phones - anybody can do that. Ama- 
teur radio - well now, that takes some time and effort and the 
learning of some new skills. And NOT everybody can do that. 
Only the Elite, the Proud, and the Many out there in our schools 
- with whom we can share the same excitement and the same 
challenge that has long driven us as members of the QCWA! 
What a great challenge, totally consistent with our QCWA mis- 
sion, this is for all of us. When will your chapter respond? @ 


The basic Morse course is designed to allow students to work at 
their own pace. 

In the classroom, Coleman, Davis and Dennis were at different 
levels. 

Dennis had already completed the basic part of the course and 
was waiting for her advance class to start. 

Like many others who make it through the basic course, she 
keeps returning to build up her speed and to keep her proficiency 
up. 

The 19-year-old from Salisbury, MD said without keeping the 
proficiency level up, she was afraid when she starts the advance course 
it will be difficult. The advance course, which has a maximum of 32 
days of classes, gets into more classified areas. 

Coleman, 18, from Meridian, Miss., is ahead of where she should 
be in the basic course, which has 68 maximum academic days. 

To her, the object is staying focused on the lessons. 

Davis, a 20-year-old from Solon, Iowa, is taking part in the 
course's Head Start Program. 

Waiting for his class to officially start, the Marine is getting a 
head start by listening to the code. 

In fact, he already is ahead of where he would be in a formal 
class setting. 

While neither Coleman, Davis and Dennis had any previous 
experience with Morse code, they all have typing experience. 

To the instructors, being able to type is a critical need. 

Students are given keyboard training so they do not use the 
hunt and peck system. 

Miller said students cannot allow what their brains are receiv- 
ing to be delayed while they look down at the keyboard to strike the 
right letter or number. 

Rodriguez added if a student is seen looking down, their hands 
and keyboard are covered to stop the habit. 

Although the students start out slowly to be able to graduate 
from the basic course they must be able to do 20 groups a minute. 
Each group consists of five letters or numbers, which means by the 
time they are at the top speed there is only nanoseconds between the 
series of dots and dashes, 

Smith said each student has to be looked at individually be- 
cause each has a different pace. 

Students must also learn a number of code shorthand - called 
copy chatter. 

Asan example three sets of letter, each starting with the letter Q 
have different meanings, like QRU standing for “I have nothing for 
you.” There are 23 of the Q code shorthand groups. 

Also students must memorize 41 code shorthand, ranging from 
two letters to five, such as EEEEE which stand for error. 

Learning the basic code is broken down in a number of lessons 
and they don’t start with A and end with Z. The first lesson consists 
of (are) the letters C, H, O, W, Y and L. The letter A is part of the 
fourth lesson 

Keeping the students motivated is a major problem, the three 
instructors said. 

It is something the students said is also important. 

Hours and hours of listening to a combination of a “di” and a 
“dah” and being able to recognize the differences, which to the 
uninitiated seem similar, is critical in the field of intercepting a 
Morse code message from a potential enemy and providing the

correct letters and numbers [to] the code breakers so that the 
intelligence community can provide a correct analysis to com- 
manders, the instructors said. 

Smith said when code is being done fast by operators, the 
letter S and H and D and B and I and S are so similar that the 
person listening on the other end must know the differences be- 
tween those letters. 

Each student can be tracked individually on master com- 
puters in each classroom, which always has at least two instruc- 
tors. 

Instructors can look at every student's progress and pull up 
an individual’s course material and see how that individual is 
doing. 

Color coded, with blue and gray indicating good progres- 
sion, Green, progressing at a lower speed and red, indicating 
trouble, the instructors can call a student over and can either 
help with problem areas or design faster lessons. Instructors also 
assist students at their individual stations. 

With between one year and three years instructing on the 
post, Miller, Rodriguez and Smith said they find the job satisfy- 
ing, especially when a student gets the course material. 

For Coleman, Davis and Dennis their drive is to be part of 
the 88 percent who make it through the basic and advanced Morse 
code courses. 

The instructors said from what the three have already shown 
they have no doubt the three will go through the course work fast 
and will soon be listening for the dots and dashes of a potential 
enemy. 4 


Alvino Rey, the 89-year-old father of the pedal steel guitar, 
showed up to mesmerize the overflow crowd and accept tribute for 
donating the Alvino Rey Orchestra Library to the university. 

He strummed the banjo, stroked the Spanish guitar and soloed 
on the console guitar that bears his name. He was backed up by the 
Synthesis jazz band and the Jazz Legacy Dixieland band, which set a 
jiving pace racing through such numbers as “Blue Rey,” “The Sheik 
of Araby,” “Bourbon Street Parade” and “Guitar Boogie.” 

An appreciative crowd of students and musical peers cheered 
Rey on, celebrating his gift, his talents and his music with two stand- 
ing ovations before the event concluded. 

“Rey is a pioneer in radio and television broadcasting,” said 
Steven Call, director of the Jazz Legacy Dixieland Band and a mem- 
ber of the BYU School of Music faculty. “He's one of Utah’s treasures 
and one of Utah's most influential musicians.” 

Rey invented not only the 12-string pedal steel guitar but was 
instrumental in the development of the electric guitar. 

He started his musical career - which spans eight decades - as a 
guitarist with Horace Heidt. He formed his own band in 1939 and 
had a best-selling record in 1942, “Deep in the Heart of Texas.” 

He was inducted into the Music Hall of Fame in 1969 for his 
contribution to development of electronic stringed instruments, was 
a band leader and guitar soloist during the Swing Era and remains 
active in music performance. 

He was invited to play with his band for President Ronald 
Reagan's inauguration. 

And he’s still recording music in his Sandy home studio. 

The library collection Rey is giving to BYU will include music 
and arrangements no one else has, said Newell Dayley, associate dean 
of the school of music, plus 161 custom arrangements for Dixieland 
bands, solo guitar and string orchestras, and rare sheet music. 

Many of the manuscripts are written in the hand of those who 
originally composed the music. 

The collection fits into 22 large boxes and will be made avail- 
able to musicians and scholars at the university. 

“T thank you for your support. We love you. I'm thrilled that 
BYU has accepted the music. I hope it'll be of use to them,” Rey said 
at the end of the tribute concert. “All of my children went to BYU 
and most of the King family.” 

Rey is married to one of the King Family sisters, Louise, and 
lives in Sandy. He joined The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints during the 1960s. 

Call, who shared a tuba and banjo duet with Rey on stage, said 
Rey is his living link to the musical past and such great artists as 
Louis Armstrong, Nat King Cole and Dizzy Gillespie. “Those who 
are in the “Who's Who in Jazz’ were teenagers when he met them. 
Many were on his radio and television program,” he said. 

“He's a musician who's seen and done it all,” said Larry Green, 
also a member of the music faculty. He explained that the pedal steel 
guitar is an instrument of infinite pitch with complexity and depth 
that has yet to be fully explored. 

“Mr. Rey has big ears so he can hear the pitch perfectly,” he 
quipped. “My hat is off to you.” 

“Too often we talk and read about what went on (in the past),” 
said Dayley. “This man has created 20th century history here. We 
appreciate very deeply the gift. We will take care and preserve it.”

Lightning can ruin your day. 


ere is noemuch you can do againsta direct lightning hit. 

Evenycompletely “unplugged” equipment might be af 

fected. Look at it as a powerful RF signal that momen- 

tarily creates an extremely strong field and thus gets into every- 

thing that is close. Sizéof the “metallic” equipment and its at- 

tached wires determine the amount of energy that is picked up 
... you take it from there ... 


Literally, “in a flash”, lightning can do alot of damages To- 
days solid stateequipment is more than eyer susceptible to dam- 
age by lightning induced over voltages and, since the trend is to 
lower operating voltages, this situation is not getting any better. 


I got hit in late May during a nighttime thunderstorm. Of 
course, all the equipment was turned off and the antenna switch 
set to dummy load. Half asleep, | saw the flashes and routinely 
counted the seconds until I heard the thunder. I noticed it was 
very close but didn’t give it much attention. 


Next morning (Sat 22 May) after breakfast I turned on the 
computer to do my daily e-mail but I couldn't get it to work. 
After some experimenting, unplugging this and that, I found that 
indeed the modem was defective. Well, I heard people had often 
trouble with their PC and/or modems through voltage spikes, 
and the industry makes a lot of money selling “surgé protection” 
outlet strips to run your equipment. Since the PC was working 
fine and it was fed with “raw” unprotected AC, | thought the 
spike must have come in over the phone line. Sol checked all the 
rest of the equipment connected to the phone dine: Fax, answer- 
ing machine and the various other phones; all checked out work- 
ing fine. Lucky me, I thought. 


There was a computer show that day which we attended, 
and a new modem was now number oné on my list. Getting 
back home the new (external) modem was connected and I was 
back on the internet. All seemed ok again. 


Later in the afternoon I turned on the FM stereo to listen to 
some music, but the set remained silent, cranking up the gain, 
changing the station did no good, playing a CD, however, was 
ok. So, obviously the frontend was gone. Now I got suspicious, 
I grabbed the remote and clicked on the TV, nothing happened, 
the same with the VCR, the outlets checked our ok and the an- 
tenna rotator worked. Now I really got perturbed and the next 
stop was at my ham shack. 


Throwing the main switch, which is a knife switch separat- 
ing the two 120 V phases from the outlets of 120 and 240 V in 
my shack, my TR-7 came on right away but it was dead silent on 
receive and there was zero output on transmit. Moreover, I sensed 
the smell of burnt insulation. The other piece of expensive gear, 
the dual band Yaesu 736 satellite receiver was also completely 
dead and a quick check of the fuses gave no clue.

That was the situation, when I left for a month of work on 
the Phase 3d satelliteat the Orlando lab. While there;-L.got an e- 
mail from the xyl telling me there-was an eyewitness to the light- 
ning: our neighbor to the West, who is gravely ill and can’t sleep 
too well, observed the whole thing. She described the entire house 
being engulfed in sparkles, Also the same storm hit an apart 
ment complex about 2 miles away which burnt down with a dam- 
age of $400,000. Nobody got hurt. 


After I got back there was time to further evaltiate the dam- 
age and I found a few lesser items that were affected also. Al- 
though the rotor control box still indicated the position of the 
antenna the lever that moves it left and right, wiggled freely when 
Ttouched it but nothing happened. A bunch of contacts were all 
burned up and the little steel spring was even severed. Looking at 
this switch, the whole construction and studying the schematic I 
Was tempted to junk this thing and “roll” my own. This was 
truly a design that had survived generations after the motto: “if it 
ain't broke, don’ fix it”. | even found a selenium rectifier in it. 
And, by the way, the smell I noticed earlier came from burned 
Bakelite, a material from way back when. Next I found that the 
SWR/power meter did not work. This one in a small box had a 
burn mark on the bottom with a 1/8” deep crater. 


This sure was a strange hit we took. It had very little to show 
on the outside. Careful inspection revealed a number of burn 
marks around screws that held down outlets. Ir seemed like a 
sneaky killer had crept into the equipment and selectively ruined 
sensitive essential parts. Some of the pieces are not worth worry- 
ing about and are better replaced with new gear, but I will check 
out and look into the TR-7 and the 736 to learn what happened 
and get it fixed. 


What could be done better to prevent such catastrophe in 
the future? While in Florida, admittedly a thunderstorm eldorado, 
I had a chance to meet Dick Jantzen. WD4FAB and see how he 
deals with this problem. Dick had lived at his place in Maitland, 
just north of Orlando, for many years and survived numerous 
lightnings w/o getting any damage. Whar is his secret? 


Dick separates all the station’s connections to the outside 
physically at least by a foot or so. This includes all the antenna, 
rotor and other control cables as well as the AC mains using a 
cord and plug at the station’s end. Furthermore the station “floats” 
meaning there is no lead to a common outside ground. The idea 
is to have lightning “bypass” your equipment, creating an effect 
like a Faraday cage. 


Depending on your station’s layout, this set up might not be 
too hard to implement. In any case it would provide that peace 
of mind which I am presently lacking when I hear distant thun- 
der.

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neighbors whose lawn was in my care each summer. They 

had a portable short wave radio that I commandeered as of- 
ten as possible even though it was really for their boat. Christmas 
of 64 brought me a Hallicrafters S-108 from my parents. My 
mom bought it at Sears in New Orleans for the nearly unimagin- 
able sum of $160. Many nights were spent listening to broad- 
casts, keeping a log and collecting the prized QSL from distant 
shores. I listened to the sounds of ‘Donald Duck’, occasionally 
catching a word or two, on these ‘ham’ bands that were conve- 
niently marked on the 108’s dial. 

My ham career began ‘officially’ on January 22, 1966 with 
QSO number one with my high school friend across town, 
WN5SMRL (Gary Cavell). It was a hand shaking, nerve rattling 
CW QSO on the only frequency I had available, 7182 kHz. 
Shortly after I worked Jim, WN5OMJ, in Houston Texas. This 
was DX by my standards with the venerable Hallicrafters HT-40 
and S-108 into a dipole at some ridiculously low height and the 
drifting, in your dreams selectivity receiver. 

My lifelong interest in hamming began while a cadet in Civil 
Air Patrol. One of the first things that I noticed was that cadets 
could get a ‘Radio Proficiency’ patch for their uniforms and that 
the ‘radio guys’ seemed to get a lot of respect from the squadron. 
So the first step was obtaining the CAP radio proficiency to op- 
erate their 2 meter AM radios used for air to ground communi- 
cations. This led me to meet Garland ‘Andy’ Anderson KS5GFB 
and to see a real ‘ham’ radio room. This was in 1965 and I was 
smitten by the sights, sounds and smells of ham radio. Mr. Andy 
gave me my novice exam, as he had done for many others before 
me. The Instructograph blasted out the words at 5WPM, sound- 
ing like rattle of machine gun fire. It was terrifying but somehow 
I was successful and Mr. Andy congratulated me while signing 
the official looking papers he would forward to the FCC. Six 
really long weeks later WNSORM, Metairie, Louisiana was ‘on 
the air’. 

While a novice the most surprising time was when KZ5IKN, 
Canal Zone, appeared in person to deliver his QSL. Kent was 
passing through New Orleans and just sort of stopped by to visit. 
My most thrilling was working SPSYC on 15 meters during the 
first long hot summer as a ham. I first copied PSYCS, then HSYC, 
then S55YC, until a local friend called, exasperated, to set the 
record straight.

The QCWA has surpassed 30,000 members but the Journal was interested 
in just who was the ham who became the 30,000th member. It was none 
other than Lionel S. Booth Jr. of New Orleans, Louisiana. We ask Mr. 
Booth to write a brief profile of his “career” in amateur radio and here it is. 


0855 GMT, August 12, 1966 with WASOCT Mounrain Home, 
AR., followed by my first QSO as a General - WASQEK at 1300 
GMT, August 12, 1966 with WNSOLS in Jackson, MS. 

All of my operations as a new General were either CW or 2 
meter AM until I acquired a National NC303 and Johnson In- 
vader adding SSB to my capabilities. Bur still I remained a CW 
operator and could usually be found on 20 meters, Vibroplex in 
hand working any and all. My most memorable times were work- 
ing a group of VK’s so frequently in the early morning hours that 
we all came to know each other by the swing of our bugs. 

Following my senior year of high school I went to LSU New 
Orleans to study engineering, a decision brought about by the 
early years hamming and a need to learn more. Through college 
I continued with ham radio, building Heathkit transceivers and 
new antennas, chasing DX and ragchewing on CW.Near the end 
of college the local radio club, The Greater New Orleans Ama- 
teur Radio Club, arranged for the FCC to administer tests at the 
club one Friday night. That night I passed my extra exam along 
with a number of other local hams including my college buddy 
WASTFEX, Louie. 

After college, marriage in 1974 and family took most of the 
time but I always maintained some degree of HF capability and 
acquired a Drake C Line along the way as a Christmas present 
from XYL. This act on her part spread much envy amongst my 
ham peers who had been consulted on the ‘best’ radio. 

Today I have five children, a wonderful supportive wife and 
a country home with plenty of antenna space near New Orleans. 
My ham activities now are more centered on DX digital style, 
and a collection of ‘boat anchors’ including my original HT4O 
and S-108. The primary station consists of a TS850 and the origi- 
nal Drake C Line from the 70’s Christmas. Operations are ca- 
pable from 160 through 2 meters in most modes. 

Oh, and the engineering career worked out pretty well also. 
I am the President of a consulting engineering company with 
over 130 employees serving the heavy industries in the southeast. 
Work and family permitting I can be found on 20 meter Pactor 
or 40/30 meter CW usually on Sundays. Not all that bad for a 
nearly 50-year resident of New Orleans. 

I started out looking for a neat patch for my CAP uniform 
and found a great hobby, a great career and a lot of good friends. 
Looking through the logbooks to write this has brought all those 
many years rushing back in. I'd volunteer to do it all again in a 
heartbeat if some great power would just ask.

In the summer issue of the Journal under Letters to the Edi- 
tor Wes, W9ZXX writes, “For a long time our logo has offended 
me’. 

We, in QCWA, do not wish to offend any of our members. 
Our Logo is a part of our History. For you and any member who 
does not know this is how our Logo came about. 

Over the years that | have been a member of QCWA there 
have been a few others who have objected to the old man smok- 
ing a pipe. QCWA is over 50 years old and it is not surprising 
that some of our members do not know some of our history and 
the origin of our logo or of the name of our association etc. 

We all know that QCWA was organized in 1947. The logo 
came a year or so later. | am still trying to pin down the date but 
I believe it was late 1948. 

The following is taken from “Reflections of the First Fifty 
Years” which appeared in the 1997 Winter issue of the Journal. 

LOGO 

With the growth of QCWA membership throughout the 
US, it became desirable to have suitable insignia, or logo, for use 
on QCWA stationery, pins and banners. Charter member Otto 
Eppers, W2EA, a commercial artist and QSL card designer of- 
fered to design a distinctive insignia. He submitted a number of 
designs at a meeting, but none appealed to the members present. 
Suddenly someone held up an old battered copy of QST of No- 
vember 1922. It was turned to page 17 with the article “Rotten 
QRM” by “The Old Man”. Adjacent to the title was a small 
sketch showing an old-time wireless operator smoking a pipe and 
keying a spark set. All gathered around and admired the sketch. 
By unanimous vote the sketch was adopted as the Official Em- 
blem of QCWA. W2EA proceeded to make an enlarged drawing 
with some minor modifications, such as adding some sparks and 
the initials “QCWA”. Thus the QCWA logo was created. Who 
was ~The Old Man” and why was his influence so great? More in 
the next issue of the Journal. 

As QCWA Historian I was delighted to accept, in behalf of 
QCWA, that original drawing which is framed and carefully cared 
for until such time as we may have a museum where it can be on 
display. 

Over the years, since we have known the hazards of smok- 
ing, several members have tried to suggest changes to the logo 
and each time it has been turned down. Our logo is a part of our 
history and QCWA does not in any way condone use of tobacco 
in any form.. 

In future issues I will try, for our members who do not know, 
to bring you more articles about our history and those who influ- 
enced the part QCWA plays in the history of amateur radio.
